The added yield 
and saving of labor from (he drainage 
of wet lands should pay for the co*t 
In from two to four year*, aud it may 
be said that the farmer who ha* prop- 
erly Installed tile drains where needed 
has never been known to regret the ex- 
pense.

For any 
who may be sick the College provides doctor and nurse without extra 
charge. 

All except those with parents in Berea live in College buildings, and 
many assist in work of boarding hall, farm and shops, receiving valuable 
training and g-etting pay according to the value of their labor.
